Please cancel claims 1-18, 25 

Kindly amend the claims as follows. 
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1-18. (cancelled): 



19. (currently amended): A process for shading of paper to be used for food packaging material, 
which process comprises applying to at least one stage of the paper making process either 

a compocition according to c l aim 1. a mixture of C.I. Pigment Violet 1 9 together with either C.I. 
Pigment Blue 15 or C.I. Pigment Blue 60. a dispersant. optionally a biocide. and 
water, 

b) a compoGition according to claim 10. a mixture of C.I. Pigment Red 177 together with C.I. Pigment 
Blue 15 or C.I. Pigment Blue 60. a dispersant. optionally a biocide. and water. 

c) an aqueous dispersion of C.I. Pigment Violet 19 and an aqueous dispersion of C.I. Pigment Blue 
15, whoroin amount of C. I . P i gment Violot 19, or 

d) an aqueous dispersion of C.I. Pigment Red 177 and an aqueous dispersion of either C.I. Pigment 
Blue 15 or C.I. Pigment Blue 60. 

20. (currently amended): A process according to claim 19, wherein the composition is added to the 
mixing chest, the thin stock, orjhe thick stock or pr o f o rably to tho pu l p . 

21. (currently amended): A process according to claim 19 or c l a i m 20 , wherein the composition is 
added in an amount of 5 to 1000 g per tonne , proforably in an amount of 10 to 400 g/tonne and most 
pr e f e rab l y i n an amount of 50 to 400 g/tonn e. 

22. (currently amended): A process according to any ono of claims claim 19 te-24, wherein in 
addition a cationic coagulant or retention aid is added. 

23. (currently amended): A process according to claim 22, wherein the cationic coagulant is added 
to the thick stock , pr o f o rab l y prior to di l ution . 




24. (currently amended): A process according to claim 23, wherein the cationic coagulant is added 
in an amount of 10 to 1000 g per tonne , pr o f o rably in an amount of 50 to 700 g/tonn e and most 
pr e f e rably in an amount of 100 to 500 g/tonne . 

25. (cancelled): 
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26 (new): A process according to claim 20, wherein the composition is added to the pulp. 

27. (new): A process according to claim 21, wherein the composition is added in an amount of 10 to 
400 g/tonne. 

28. (new): A process according to claim 21 , wherein the composition is added in an amount of 50 to 
400 g/tonne. 

29. (new): A process according to claim 23, wherein the cationic coagulant is added prior to dilution. 

30. (new): A process according to claim 24, wherein the cationic coagulant is added in an amount of 
50 to 700 g/tonne. 

31 . (new): A process according to claim 24, wherein the cationic coagulant is added in an amount of 
100 to 500 g/tonne. 
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
